fuppofe, that thofe Meafures were 
apparently wrong, and their Infe- 
rence from hence is, that therefore 
the Members muft have been under 
a corrupt Influence, otherwife fuch 
Meatfures could not have met with an 
Approbation in Parliament. Then 
with regard to Elections, they- firtt 
fuppofe, thst the Majority of the E- 
le€tors were diff:tisficd with the 
Mceafures of the Adminiftration, and 
would confequently have fent up dif. 
fatisfied Reprefentatives, if they had 
been left to a free and uncorrupted 
Choice, but as they did not. do 
fo, therefore the Eletors were cer- 
tainly under a corrupt Influence.
